He  said  he  has 
ted  a scheduled  withdrawal  for  some 

hen  turned  his  praise  of  Nixon  into 


criticism,  tying  the  war  to  a host  of  other 
ills  in  the  United  States.  He  singled  out  the 
state  of  the  economy  as  one  of  the  major 
ills  aggravated  by  the  war. 

Moss  charged  that  Nixon  had  allowed  an 
inflation  increase  and  higher  interest  rates 
and  unemployment.  He  called  for  wage  and 
price  guidelines  and  an  easing  of  the  “vice” 
that  Nixon  has  imposed  on  money. 

Burton  characterized  Moss  as  an 
ultra-liberal  that  has  moved  toward  the 
middle  of  the  road  in  recent  months,  just 
prior  to  the  election. 

IN  OBVIOUS  reference  to  Moss’ 
remarks,  Burton  said,  “We  all  know  that 
inflation  did  not  start  with  Richard 
Nixon.”  He  noted  that  Nixon  inherited  the 
Vietnam  War  from  Democrats  and  said  the 
present  state  of  the  economy  must  be 
endured  as  Nixon  “moves  from  a war  time 
economy  to  a peace  time  economy..” 

Burton  then  caused  a ruffle  by  charging 
that  Moss  was  not  listed  as  the  chief 
sponsor  of  the  crime  control  act  that  Moss 
had  mentioned  just  a few  minutes 
previously.  Moss  was  obviously  angered  by 
the  accusation  but  since  the  alotted  time 
was  up,  was  unable  to  answer. 

However,  after  the  assembly  Moss  said 
that  his  original  bill  had  been  absorbed  into 
the  Ominous  Crime  Control  Act  which  was 
sponsored  by  the  Senate  Judiciary 
Committee  and  therefore  his  name  was  not 
listed  as  a sponsor. 

FREEMAN  accused  his  two  opponents 
of  abandoning  captured  American  soldiers 
in  Vietnam  by  urging  withdrawal  from  that 
country.  He  asked,  “Who  is  destroying  the 
honor,  the  dignity  of  America?” 

He  said  he  stood  in  full  support  of  the 
U.S.  Constitution  which  tells  government, 
“thou  shalt  not.”  He  told  students  to  pray 
and  know  which  side  is  God’s  side  and  get 
on  it . . . then  have  the  strength  to  stay  on 
it. 

Freeman  claimed  there  are  two  basic 
philosophies  among  men,— one  which 
allows  man  free  agency,  and  the  other 
which  seeks  to  use  force.  Freeman  said  that 
the  only  way  the  free  agency  concept  can 
be  maintained  is  through  the  capitalistic 
system.  He  claimed  that  the  other  two 
parties  were  going  down  the  road  of 
socialism. 


Walton  requests 
racial  evaluation 


racism  at  the  University  of  Arizona  as  there 
was  at  BYU. 

Walton  expressed  concern  that  students 
at  BYU  will  console  themselves  with  the 
thought  that  BYU  is  neither  more  nor  less 
racist  than  other  schools.  “Racism  is  a 
problem  and  one  that  we  should  take  care 
of,”  claimed  Walton. 

4 Rap 9 session 
on  dress  held 

Dean  of  students  J.  Elliot  Cameron 
fielded  a flurry  of  questions  on  dress 
standards  to  administrative  power  at 
“Firing  Line,”  an  informal  “rap”  session 
held  yesterday  noon  in  the  ELWC 
Memorial  Lounge. 

Cameron  refuted  a student  proposal  that 
dress  standards,  especially  concerning  long 
hair  and  beards  in  a world  where  such  a 
code  is  acceptable  and  respected,  are 
outmoded  and  irrevelant.  Compliance  is 
not  a moral  issue,  he  said,  but  a standard 
that  all  BYU  students  should  accept. 

He  restated  the  line  of  campus 
government.  The  Board  of  Trustees, 
consisting  of  the  First  Presidency  and  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve,  issues  broad 
statements  of  policy  while  the  “Mechanics 
of  the  specifics”  are  left  to  the 
administration  of  the  particular  school.  By 
example,  he  cited  the  differences  in  dress 
standards  at  the  major  church  institutions. 

Cameron  reminded  students  that  the 
Daily  Universe  is  operated  as  an  organ  of 
The  Church  through  the  University.  A 
Publications  Board  made  up  of  student, 
faculty,  and  administrators  issues  policy 
based  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  approval. 

Asked  if  President  Wilkinson  does  not 
use  his  position  to  further  his  political 
beliefs  through  official  speeches,  Cameron 
replied  that  political  comments  are  not 
sanctioned  by  the  Board  and  are  usually 
prefaced  by  remarks  clarifying  the 
statement  as  personal  opinion.

Just  back  from  the  University  of 
Arizona,  ASBYU  President  Brian  Walton 
called  yesterday  for  a “re-evaluation  of  our 
goals”  in  intercollegiate  relations. 

“I  don’t  think  it’s  possible  to  thwart  the 
demonstrations  (at  WAC  games) 
completely,”  said  Walton.  He  felt, 
however,  that  it  is  possible  to  show  that  all 
BYU  students  are  not  isolated  from  the 
world  and  are  not  “retrogressive 
conservatives.” 

He  said  his  trip  was  a “real  service”  to 
the  moderates  with  whom  he  spoke.  He 
added  that  even  the  radicals  thanked  him 
for  coming  and  “No  one  said  ‘Racist  Go 
Home’.” 

The  biggest  problem  he  encountered  was 
with  “adamant”  students  who  had  met  a 
“racist  Mormon,”  said  Walton.  “Doctrine 
notwithstanding  , when  they  come  up  with 
a racist  Mormon,  that’s  the  most  damaging 
evidence  of  all,”  lamented  Walton. 

Commenting  upon  the  effects  of  his  visit, 
Walton  said,  “We  showed  that  rational 
dialogue  is  possible  with  those  who  do 
want  to  understand.” 

Walton  summarized  that  students  there 
more  or  less  feel  that  the  doctrine  of  The 
Church  is  racist  and  that  it  perpetuates 
racism  in  society  by  giving  members  a 
crutch  for  their  own  prejudices. 

Walton  noted  that  the  University  of 
Arizona  Senate,  composed  of  36  students, 
voted  to  accept  the  recommendations,  of 
the  fact-finding  committee  from  Arizona 
that  visited  BYU  last  week,  despite  the 
charges  of  a mostly  white,  radical 
organization  called  the  United  Front 
Organization  which  termed  the  commission 
findings  “a  whitewash.” 

He  quoted  one  commission  member  as 
telling  the  UFO,  “Stop  trying  to  use  BYU 
as  a scapegoat.” 

Walton  said  the  Black  Student  Union 
president  told  him  there  was  just  as  much

Editor: 

I would  like  to  react  to  the  "Point  of 
View"  provided  by  Briant  S.  Jacobs  in 
the  Oct.  6 l/n/Verse-with  regard  to  the 
proposal  for  the  establishment  of  a 
BYU  Samaritan  Fund  which  would 
provide  BYU  students-f acuity-staff 
with  the  opportunity  of  creating  a 
meaningful  and  consequential  fund  (on 
the  order  of  $125, OCX)  per  semester). 
This  fund  to  be  used  for  increasing  the 
educational  opportunities  of  those 
whose  lives  would  otherwise  be  devoid 
of  such  opportunities— especially 
minority  groups,  and  particularly,  at 
this  point.  Black  students. 

I am  excited  by  the  imagination  of 
the  proposal  and  the  potential  for  its 
long-term  consequences.  While  one 
suggestion  is  that  the  students  be  given 
the  opportunity  to  vote  themselves  an 
increase  of  $4.00  per  semester  for 
tuition  which  would  apply  to  the 
Fund,  I would  like  to  propose  that  the 
faculty  be  given  an  equal  opportunity 
to  vote  on  a deduction  of  $25.00  per 
semester  from  our  salaries  to  apply  to 
the  Samaritan  Fund,  and  that  the 
Staff,  if  they  so  desire,  also  be  given 
the  opportunity  to  participate.  This  to 
be  in  addition  to  our  local  United 
Fund  contributions. 

Let  me  give  one  example,  which  has 
just  come  to  my  attention,  of  the 
possibilities  for  such  a fund  (in 
addition  to  the  provision  of 
scholarships  for  worthy  Blacks  at 
BYU).  Within  the  past  several  years  an 
L.D.S.  educator  in  Southern  California 
was  appointed  as  the  principal  of  one 
of  the  junior  high  schools  in  Watts,  Los 
Angeles.  His  reception  by  the  black 
community  included  the  burning  of  his 
office  and  various  classrooms  at  the 
school  he  was  to  take  his  job.  Within 
one  year  he  had  gained  the  respect  of 
both  students  and  parents  in  an 
all-Black  school  of  2,000.  One  day  he 
noted  that  not  one  student  among  the 
2,000  wore  a pair  of  glasses. 
Recognizing  the  abject  poverty  of 
many  of  his  students  he  made  a serious 
effort  to  raise  funds  (especially  among 
the  LDS  people  in  the  region)  to 
provide  for  this  and  other  deficiencies 
in  his  school.  His  pleas  and  efforts 
went  relatively  unanswered.  THE 
NEED  IS  STILL  THERE.  What  an 
opportunity  (among  many)  for  a BYU 
Samaritan  Fund! 

At  the  open  forum  in  the  Wilkinson 
Center  with  the  Univ.  of  Arizona 
representatives,  another  suggestion  was 
made  that  graduation  caps  and  gowns 
by  dispensed  with  and  the  equivalent 
for  their  rental  be  donated  by  the 
graduating  seniors  to  the  Samaritan 
fund.  How  does  this  sound  to  you 
graduating  seniors?  How  about  the 
usual  class  projects  in  which  weeks  and 


months  are  spent  in  searching  for  a 
"worthy"  project?  Would  you  consider 
the  Samaritan  Fund? 

Count  me  in  as  one  who  would  like 
to  participate  with  the  BYU 
community  in  being  DOERS  of  the 
Word!

Enrollment  hurdles  25,000  mark 


For  the  first  time  in  BYU 
history,  student  enrollment  has 
nudged  the  25,000  mark  but 
officials  maintain  that  future 
admission  totals  will  be  held  to 
that  level. 


Enrollment  for  this  semester  has 
reached  25,021. 


Registration  officer  Erlend 
Peterson,  who  informed  that  last 
year’s  high  was  24,144,  said 
enrollment  is  to  be  held  at 
25,000. 

Although  if  registration  has 
;nded  for  the  semester,  the 
jroblems  have  not. 

Peterson  explained  that 
students  forget  to  change 
information  on  their  trial 
registration  card  for  personal 
reference  or  may  record  items 
incorrectly  from  the  class 
schedule.  Thus,  they  may  spend  a 


semester  in  the  wrong  class  and 
sometimes  do  not  discover  their 
mistake  until  D and  E slips  are 
mailed. 

He  also  said  that  students  will 
be  sent  a verification  of 
registration  next  week  to  check 
the  classes  they  are  attending 
against  the  classes  for  which  they 
actually  registered.  This  is  still 
another  step  toward  a mail-in 
registration,  Peterson  indicated. 

With  registration  verification, 
such  errors  can  be  corrected 


quickly,  if  students  report 
discrepancies  immediately  to  the 
Registration  Office,  B-150  ASB. 
Address  and  parent  and  guardian 
corrections  can  also  be  made  at 
the  Registration  Office.

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Pantsuits  enter  midi-mini  skirt  battle 


New  York  (UPI)-The  midi  skirt 
is  in  trouble  and  one  of  the 
reasons  is  the  pantsuit. 

While  the  debate  over  hemlines 
promises  to  continue,  nothing  has 
been  settled  for  fall  or  winter 
except  that  women  have 
discovered  the  great  alternative, 
the  pantsuit. 

Even  Mrs.  Richard  M.  Nixon  is 
among  its  wearers. 

Consider  some  of  the  current 
! pro  and  anti  developments  in  the 
miniskirt-midiskirt  debate  which 
many  observers  thought,  and 
hoped,  would  be  ended  with  the 
close  of  the  long  hot  summer,  the 
onset  of  cool  weather,  and  women 
dropping  their  hemlines  if  for  no 
reason  than  to  keep  their  thighs 
and  knees  warm. 

“A1  the  designers  have  dropped 
their  hemlines  and  the  mini  is 
definitely  out  of  the  picture,” 
declared  a spokesman  for  a 
leading  St.  Louis  store. 

‘The  midi  dress  is  dead.  The 
pretty  lengths  — short  and 
medium  - are  alive  and  well  at 
Goldman’s,”  ran  an  ad  in  the 
Oakland,  Calif.,  Tribune.  “Death 
notices”  for  the  midi  have  begun 
to  run  in  newspapers  in  other 
cities  too,  with  shorter,  just 
below-knee  lengths  suggested. 

“We  have  not  only  found  there 
is  no  resistance  to  the  midi,  but 
are  going  to  stick  with  it  right 


through  spring,”  Donald  Brooks, 
one  of  America’s  most  influential 
designers  told  UPI’s  Carolyn  A. 
Bowers.  Brooks,  who  was  one  of 
the  first  to  haul  skirts  to  midcalf, 
said  that  “our  sales  are  ahead  of 
last  year’s  and  all  the  new  clothes 
are  in  midi  lengths.” 

In  turn,  above-the-knee  skirts 
still  were  the  overwhelming 
favorite  among  women 
participating  in  the  New  York 
Daily  News  latest  poll  on  the 
matter. 

Meanwhile,  “ban  the  midi” 
buttons  cropped  up  on  the  lapels 
of  advertising  executive  and  office 
clerks  in  Chicago’s  loop.  The 
Chicago  suburb  of  Northwest 
Hanover  Park  went  one  better  - it 
outlawed  the  midi. 

“We  don’t  waste  any  time,”  said 
village  attorney  William  Davies,  a 
self-labeled  “leg  man”  who 
introduced  the  ban-the-midi 
resolution  to  the  village  board. 

The  National  Safety  Council, 
headquartered  in  Chicago,  labeled 
the  midi  a safety  hazard.  Home 
economist  Sharon  Bush  of  the 
council  said  it  restricts  the  leg  and 
knee  movements  “enough  to 
make  a difference  on  a staircase  or 
escalator  where  the  midi  wearer 
could  suffer  a bad  fall.  And,

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Ancient  transoceanic 
contact  to  be  disclosed 


New  evidence  supporting 
ancient  transoceanic  contact  with 
the  New  World  will  be  disclosed 
for  the  first  time  tomorrow  by  a 
leading  scholar  on  Mediterranean 
studies  in  the  20th  annual 
Symposium  on  Archaeology  at 
BYU. 

Dr.  Cyrus  H.  Gordon,  founder 
and  chairman  of  the  Department 
of  Mediterranean  Studies  at 
Brandeis  University,  will  address 
symposium  delegates,  interested 
students  and  faculty  (admission  is 
one  dollar)  on  “America  and  the 
Ecumene  of  the  Old  Testament.” 


Anthropology  and  Archaeology 
Department. 

Of  added  interest  will  be 
University  of  Utah  graduate 
student,  John  A.  Tvedtnes’ 
presentation  on  “Linguistic 
Implications  of  the  Tel  Arad 
Ostraca”  which  concerns  recent 
findings  of  relics  that  contain 
‘‘reformed  Egyptian’’ 
inscriptions— a combination  of 
Hebrew  and  Egyptian  Hieratic, 
similar  to  the  script  from  which 
the  Book  of  Mormon  was 
translated.

“My  presentation  will  be  meaty 
but  easy  for  everyone  to 
understand,”  wrote  Gordon  in  a 
letter  to  the  BYU  Archaeology 
Department. 

“Entirely  new  factors  have 
come  to  light,  and  I shall  be  glad 
to  share  them  with  you  at  the 
symposium  before  I present  them 
anywhere  else,”  added  Gordon. 

Archaeological  objects  from 
pre-Columbian  Mesoamerica 
which  will  figure  in  Dr.  Gordon’s 
presentation  will  be  photographs 
of  two  figurines:  “Mediterranean 
merchant  prince”  from  about  300 
a.d.,  which  was  found  in 
Guatemala,  and  a figure  of  a 
Negroid  type  of  the  Post-Classic 
period  found  in  Mexico. 

Dr.  Gordon  will  be  the  first 
non-Latter-day  Saint  scholar  of 
international  reputation  to 
participate  in  the  annual 
symposium,  according  to  Dr.  Ross 
T.  Christensen  of  the  BYU 
Anthropology  and  Archaeology 
Department.

Many  groups  today  are  as  prone 
to  magniloquent  visions  of  cosmic 
truth  set  to  music  as  they  are  to 
large  electric  bills.  But  very,  very 
few  make  anything  worthwhile 
out  of  them. 

The  Moody  Blues,  in  their  sixth 
album,  “Questions  of  Balance,” 
have  again  shown  their  mastery  at 
combining  poetic  thoughts  with 
music  from  the  35  plus 
instruments  they  play. 

The  best  of  the  collection’s  ten 
cuts  are  “Question”  and 
“Melancholy  Man.”  “Question”  is 
a d e s p a i r - h o p e - d e s p a ir 
mini-symphony  which  cages  a 
pessimistic  query  within  the  pure 
framework  of  a slowly  strummed 
guitar,  behind  a pastoral  voice. 

“Melancholy  Man”  is  a 
beautiful  solo  during  which  the 
haunting  quality  of  an 
undistinguishable  chorus  and 
many  instrumental  overlays 
produces  the  image  of  a sad 
dreamer.

Personality, 
talk  linked 

Psychology  and 
psycholinguistics  were  topics 
presented  by  Dr.  Bruce  Brown,  to 
the  members  of  the  Honors 
program  Wednesday  night. 

Brown,  of  the  Psychology 
Dept.,  has  been  working  with 
speech  synthesis  expert  Bill 
Strong.  The  two  have  been  trying 
to  correlate  linguistic  patterns 
with  personality. 

Dr.  Brown  first  became 
associated  with  linguistics  while 
working  on  his  Ph.D.  in  Montreal, 
Canada.  At  this  time  he  and  friend 
were  comparing  French  Canadians 
and  English  Canadians  through 
speech  comparisons.  They  tested 
the  two  groups  to  find  if 
socio-economic  status  could  be 
recognized  from  speech  alone. 

Brown’s  current  work  is  trying 
to  find  if  personality  impressions 
can  be  predicted  from  linguistic 
qualities.  He  believes  that  it  will 
soon  be  possible  to  define 
differences  of  individuals 
acoustically. 

The  work  of  Eldon  Lytle,  a 
friend  of  Brown  and  a linguist, 
was  also  mentioned  in  the  address. 
Lytle  has  been  working  with 
mechanical  translation  of 
languages  by  computers.  At 
present  he  is  able  to  translate 
spoken  Russian  to  written 
English.
